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Orders, General Resolutions, and Standing Orders of the Court of the 
Honourable the Irish Society from 1820 down to the present Time with reference to 
the Granting, &c., of Leases, with Date at which each Order was made. 



Standing Order, No. 5, 1832. 
That no leases be granted in perpetuity. 



Resolution of Court, held 18 December 1846. 

That in all future lettings of lands belonging to the Society, such lettings where practi- 
cable be to the actual occupiers, and not in large quantities to persons to re-let to 
others. 



Resolution of Court, held 17 January 1870. 

That, with a view to encourage the outlay of capital in the erection of a better class ol 
buildings on the Society’s estates, and also to facilitate the building of warehouses and 
other accommodation rendered necessary by the increase, of trade and commerce of 
Londonderry, this Society will in future be ready to entertain applications for leases for 
terms not exceeding 99 years in all cases where the amount to be expended shall be 
deemed adequate, provided that in such leases there be a covenant that no claim for what 
is called tenant right shall be made at the expiration of such lease.
